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Dear  Class  of  2010, 

Ted  Kennedy,  Massachusetts’  senior  senator  died  on  August  26,  2009,  just  as 
your  senior  year  was  beginning.  His  death  marked  the  end  of  an  era  that 
shaped  the  last  half  of  the  20th  century  and  will  continue  to  shape  the  2Ll 
century.  I want  to  take  a brief  page  of  your  yearbook  to  remind  you  or 
perhaps  inform  you  about  what  this  “lion  of  the  Senate-’  accomplished  in  his 
forty-seven  year  career  as  a senator  from  1 962  - 2009  and  what  an  influence 
and  effect  he  has  had  on  all  of  us.  I hope  as  you  read  this  you  wall  see  in 
yourselves  what  I see  in  you,  a group  of  generous,  fair,  open-minded,  bright  young  men  and  women  who 
have  embraced  much  of  what  was  the  best  of  the  cultural  change  that  took  place  over  the  past  fifty  years. 

Early  in  his  career,  in  1964,  Ted  Kennedy  championed  the  Civil  Rights  Bill  that  prohibited 
discrimination  in  government,  in  public  facilities,  and  employment.  Later,  during  the  Vietnam  War  Era, 
he  supported  the  Voting  Rights  Extension  Act  that  gave  18  year  olds  the  right  to  vote,  lie  was  a strong 
supporter  of  the  Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  of  1990  that  prohibited  discrimination  against  and 
provided  accommodations  for  individuals  with  disabilities.  Ted  Kennedy  supported  the  Title  IX  Act 
that  ended  discrimination  against  women  in  education  and  especially  in  school-based  athletics.  Senator 
Kennedy  supported  gay  rights  and  sought  funding  for  HIV/AIDS  prevention  once  the  specific 
information  about  that  issue  was  known.  Ted  Kennedy  also  worked  to  outlaw  hate  crimes,  to  raise  the 
minimum  w age,  and  to  ensure  pay  equity  for  women.  All  of  these  political  decisions  have  had  very  real 
effects  on  your  life.  I take  great  pride  in  the  fact  that  many  of  you  register  to  vote  while  you  are  still  in 
high  school,  support  gender  equality  in  AHS  athletics,  and  insist  on  equal  respect  for  all  people,  and 
especially  members  of  the  AHS  community. 

In  1968,  Frank  Mankiewicz,  a journalist  and  press  secretary,  said  of  Ted  Kennedy,  “He  has  a 
commitment  not  just  to  civil  rights  in  any  racial  or  other  aspects,  but  in  terms  of  the  forgotten  and  the 
outcasts  and  the  dispossessed,  that's  his  instinct.”  That’s  what  I'd  like  you  to  take  from  this  essay. 

Don't  get  sidetracked  by  the  corrosive  liberal  / conservative  bickering  of  so  much  political  talk  today; 
embrace  the  importance  of  the  fact  that  no  matter  what  your  political  leanings,  each  of  us  has  a 
responsibility  to  respect  and  assist  the  least  fortunate  in  our  community  and  our  w'orld.  I see  many  of 
you  do  that  every  day  here  at  AHS.  I urge  you  to  continue  to  work  towards  positive  change,  not  for 
punitive  or  discriminatory  measures,  as  you  become  adults  and  leaders. 


At  the  end  of  his  unsuccessful  campaign  for  president  in  1980,  Ted  Kennedy  ended  his  speech  to  the 
Democratic  Convention  with  the  following  words,  “For  me,  a few  hours  ago,  this  campaign  came  to  an 
end.  For  all  those  whose  cares  have  been  our  concern,  the  work  goes  on,  the  cause  endures,  the  hope  still 
lives,  and  the  dream  shall  never  die.”  As  the  Camelot  Era  of  the  Kennedy’s  comes  to  an  end  with  the 
death  of  Ted  Kennedy,  it  is  my  hope  that,  you.  Members  of  the  Class  of  2010,  will  continue  the  work 
and  keep  the  dreams  and  hopes  alive  of  a bygone  generation,  and,  that  you  will  push  yourselves  and 
your  representatives  to  make  America  a better  place  for  all  of  its  citizens.
